Canton, Friday afternoon. 


I bave just returned from Whampos, where, in com- 
pany with Miss Edna Lee Booker, correspondent of the 
International News Service of New York, 1 hed an inter- 
view with Dr. Son Yat-sen. The support that Sun is at 
present receiving from the Navy is undoubtedly much 
strooger than curtent reports would lead ons to believe. 

‘Dr. Sun, who appesred to be quite cheerful throughout 
the whole of the interview, received us vary courteously, 
and during the conversation said -— 

““Tauppose you know the situation -as well as I do, 
myself.” . 

We painted out that we bad heard many rumours and 
that the situation, eo far as he was concerned, was by no 
means clear. ”

Proceedicg, the “President” seid :—"Tbe Navy is still 
loyal to mo. After stx years.of fighting the Peking 
notorieties bave now admitted thet they were on the 
wrong side. They have decided to recoavece Parlizment 
and to bring about the vastificetion of the Constitution. 


“But they want to reap all the advantages and elimi-« 


nate us, who have fought fer so lomg for these things: 
They want to resp the fruits of all our work. lem fighting 
for humanity, civilization, Republicanism and right-

both have been killed. So [ wont out by myself a faw- 
coinutes before the firing began, intending to send back for.

ELECTRICITY UNDERTAKINGS IN 
, SHANTENG. 

Within the past ten years thee 
has been a rapid growth of in- 
terest io electricity undertakings 
in Shantung, principally in those 
relating to alectric Hight, tele 
phone, and tramwayr, In 18°4- 
an electric light company was 
established at Tainan, called the 
Tsinan Electric Light Company. 
As tbis time electric light was 
entirely now to the inhabitants of - 
the city. and such was the con- 
servatism o2 the people, that, with 
the exception of the Government | 
offices to which the compa y: 


-Jaupplied about three buondred 


lamps, the number of private sub- 
scribers was insignificant... To- 
wards the end of the Manchu. 
dynasty, however, business grad. 
ually improved, and now the con- 
pany kas eold over one hundred 
thousand lamps. The annus! 
profit is estimated to reach $10v,- 
000, and the company is. now in- 
stalled ins new buildiog which 
is equipped with tiachinery of tke 
latest type. Next in importance to 
the Tsinan Electric Light Co. is 
the Tsinjng Electric Light Com. 
pany which was establixhed in 1928 
with a capital of $80.000.' Wher 
the Company wes first insugorat- 
ed ooly about one thousand lamps 
were sold but the nomber has 
gradually increased to four thou- 
sand. The amount of capital has 
gradually increased to $200,000. - 
The Electric Light Company at 
Yangtza was started by certain 
Japanese capitalists, but in view 
of the opposition of the local in- 
babitants and the financial logees 
sustained by the company through 
poor bussiness, it was transferred 
to a Chinese concern and refloated 
with a capital of $30,000 in 1920, » 
lo view of its contiguity to Wei- 
hsien, the company has planned 
to extend its lighting system so as 
to supply both cities with elec. 
tricity. Official permission bis 
been ohtained and the compary 
will shortly move its head off e 
to Wei-hsien. A new power 
station bas been erected the a 
and a new plant is to he installed. 
The Electric Light Company .t 
Ten-haian was started last ye r 
with a capital of $60,000.. In a 
few months, the numbsr of tan ps 
supplied to the district was 3.- 
creased from one thousand to two, 
thousand, and by the end of last 
year the comping bad declared a- 
dividand of 15 per cent. .The 
Lung Hwang Electric L ght Con - 
pany will supply electricits to 
Lungkow and Hwang-hsien. Luag- 
kaw, a port"open to foreign trade, 
vas been growing in importance 
of late years.
